There Is nothing really mysterious 
sbout the Elsenhower magic.

Fbr the purposes of the campaign, 
It. probably matters UtUe. But as 
with so many hlgh-poivered jMck- ' 
aging Jobs, the content— In this In- 
stance the relationship between la- 
auea and achievements 6t an.admln- 
istratlon In po«'er for four years- 
seems small when put alongside the 
tsbulous claims made for It. 

With all the blng-bhvblng of 
the televUIoo drama and those 
beautiful pictures do the box, the 
breakfast food seems to fall short 
of making us atrcng, self-reliant and 
handscme. 

It may be because this Is Adlal 
Stevenson's home stsle that the dis- 
crepancy between promise and real- 
ity In Che campaign, on both the 
Republican and the Dehiocratlc 
aides, should be most apparent. Only 
eight yean ago Stevenson .was little 
known, even hi Illinois. 

He was a newcomer to politics, a 
youngish relorm candidate tor rov- 
emor running. a galmt a. Republican 
regime reputed to be ridden wlUi 
scandal. To ahnoji everj'one'a sur- 
prise he got a majority of 073,000, 
the largest ever given a candidate 
for governor up to that lime. And at 
the same time. Harry Truman, run- 
nine for reelecUon, got a scant 
33.000. 

So Stevenson was launched on his 
political career. In 1DS3 ns the Dem- 
ocraUc presidential candidate, he 
mode a profound Impression on mil- 
lions ot Americans for the candor 
and good.sense with which he dls-' 
cussed the Issues. The powerful im- 
age of a courageous leader rejecting 
the easy panaceas and the cheap 
cocnprotnUes. 

Tliat Imagi has been blurred In 
this campaign. The compromises 
may have been necessary to get the 
nomination and to enlist the support 
ot hardboUed pollUcal leaders Irom

Nureen Is disappointed In Steven- 
son's performance this time, but ht 
hopes that If he Is elected he will 
supply the kind of direction the 
United Stsles must have If the free 
world is to stay strong apd united. 
You may write him oft as naive, 
Idealistic, or, as the Chlcsgo Tri- 
bune does, as a new dealer. Never- 
theless. Nuveen represents a small 
but Important element In the Amer- 
ican electorate. 

In his speech In Clnclnnstl lut 
week Stevenson talked about foreign 
policy and the urgent and demand- 
hig needs ot the hour. For many 
reasons this speech got Uttle atten- 
tion. But those who heard It recog-

Lake Walcott Designed for Irrigation, 
Means Many Things to M^ People 



Lake Wslcott, eaat ot Rupert, U 
many thlnjs to many people. To 
ifarmera. it is a source ot water for 
Irrliation:. lo- sportamen, it Is a 
place to fish and boat; to picnickers, 
it Is a place at peace and quiet away 
from tho humdrum earea «t the 
forld, and to thouannda of men, 
ft-omen and children it U a supply 
of lliht by which to read, study and 
work. 

Started as an IrrlGsllon project, 
Lake Walcott became a source ol 
electricity with construction -at a 
power plant at - Minidoka dam. 
aradually It waa put to use by the; 
sportamen and, In recent years, has 
been discovered by people who ''Just 
ant to gti away" lor a lew hours. 
Tlie Minidoka project, 4B jears 
old this year, la unlike other irriga- 
tion projects In this area in that It 
sllll is growing. Water tor the new 
land la not coming from the same 
source that IrrlEatei the original 
project hut the land, no matter how 
It 1) irrigated, is adjacent to and a 
part of the original project. 

Most or the new land is Irrigated 
by pumps drawing on the supply of 
underground water bcneatli the fer- 
tile north side toil hut the original 
project draws Its water from Snake 
river by means ot Lake Walcott. the 
body Of wntcr backed up behind 
Minidoka dam. 
. While the Twin FalLi trnct is the 
oldest Irrigated tract In Mnalc Vnl- 
ley, from an operational standpoint, 
the Minidoka project actually ante- 
dates the Twin Palls unit. The Mini- 
doka project was created In IfiOI 
when the reclamation act became a 
law. But even berorc that time, the 
slta ot the. dam had been sur\'eyed. 
In IGBI some private cltiiens In 
southern Idaho surve>-ed the site 
but the project progressed 
thcr since funds were not available 
to build the dnm. 

Aialn In iZOO Fred Mills and D. 
W. Ross ran another survey tor the 



slate reclamation department but it 
wsin'l tor another 13 yean that'any- 
thlng came ot it. Ross, then con- 
nected with the federal reclamation 
service, made a permanent location 
on the present site- or the dam and 
was responsibla lor naming it 
■Minidoka." 
Jt\t actual .project wu established 
In IBM and work began immediate- 
ly to divert water ao the dam could 
be built. The first water was de-| 
Ilvered In IDOT, 4B years ago this 
yesr. 

Uks Walcott U more than a stor- 
SIS place tor Irritation water. Resi- 
dents ot Rupert and other commu- 
nities have taken advantage of the 

eroxltnity or the large body ot wa- 
'.T and have turned the area into 
ont tor recreation. Walcott park, 
along the backwaters or tho reser- 
voir, is K papular boating and picnic 
site. There Is a sandy beach tor 
swimmers and a boat landhig. Ihe 
picnic area was developed by the 
bureau ot reclamation and has shade 
trees, stone tireplaces and grills. The 
park Is located only 13 miles from 
Rupert, 

Fishing Is good at the lake and 
three- and lour -pound trout are not 
unusual. The lake contains blue- 
back sslmon, rainbow and Oermsn 
brown trout and. is stocked by the 
slats tlsh and game department 
every year. 

The lake probably would be good 
tor minatory waterfowl hunting It 
hunting were permitted. Tha U. 8. 
however, takea a very dim view ol 
any hunting in the area aince most 
ol the lake Is a wUdllle rctugo and 
is uacd by thousands or duck and 
geeie annually. Fishing at the lake 
la prohibited during the migratory 
waterrowi season. The reruga runs 
Irom a little l>elow tho dam lQ,a 
point known aa Cold Water camp ~ 
Bonansa bar.

'i not very good. They ore used by 



rUhenncny ho waver, and run along 
,the north side ot tha reservoir. 
There alio Is a road along the-rlver 
up to Channel lake— the original 
river bed. Over a period ot years 
tho road ha* moved three to five 
miles to the cast.

Indian nrtltacts also rind the sands 
north ot t\y lake excellent tar their 
hobby. Aa'*lhe winds shift the sands 
around, more specimens sre brought 
to the aurtncc, (t)>klng the area 
seem as though it had an endless 
supply of arrowheads. 

The Minidoka project,' one ot the 
first tnillt by the bureau at recla- 
mation, alio is one ot the bureau'a 
most successful. Originally, tann- 
ers on the project were to receive 
only three acre feet ot water ah' 
nually but when it wu discovered 
thla would be insutflclent. the 
amount was raided to between sii 
and six and one-half acre leet. 

The gravity unit' of Minidoka 
project contains M,1M acres upon 
which there never hu been a crop 
failure. In only three ot its IS years 
ot exlitence have there been periods 
of water shortages. The three yeara 
were IBID. lOlSand Jt31 but cyen In 
those ^eara there wu slifllcleiit wa- 
ter to raise good crops.
